Chicago, Jirae 29.—The prohibition 
national convention adjourned' sine die 
Thursday, ait«r having placed in nom­ 
ination for president John €. Woolley, 
of lUino&e; for vio« president, Henry 
B. Metcalf, oi Rhode Island. The nom­ 
inations in each instance were made 
on the first ballot. Only two candi­ 
dates lor the presidential nomination 
were balloted for, Mr. Woolley 
and 
Rev. Silae C. Swallow, of PennsyJvania, 
I^ale Johnson, of Illinois, withdrawing 


JOHN O. WOOLLEY. 
Prohibition Nominee for President of 
United States, 
his name at the'last nioraent, throwing- 
his streng-th to Woolley.

president three candidntes were bal- 
i. .cu for, B. B. Metcalf, Thomas K.

E. 1. Katon, of Iowa, Metcalf receiving 
an overwheJming majority. 


Immediately after 
the 
announce­ 
ment of the result of the ballot for the 
presidential nomination. Mr. Swallow 
was proposed as vice presidential nom­ 
inee. 
The convention w’ent wild over 
the suggestion, but Swallow, after a 
hurried conference w ith the Pennsylva­ 
nia delegation, refused to accept the 
nomination. During the ses.sion Chair­ 
man Stewart, of the national commit­ 
tee, called for contributions, and over 
$7,000 were realized In a few minutes.

Grand Rapids, June 20.—After the 
seventeenth ballot in the state conven­ 
tion yesterday it became evident that 
erry could not be nominated and tbe 
erry leaders made an effort to stam­ 
pede the convention to James O’Don­ 
nell of Jackson. 


When tbe eighteenth 
ballot was 
called the first few counties voted as 
usual, Antrim still standincr for Ferry. 
When Berrien was reached Victor M. 
Gore mounted a chair and announced 
that hia county came here for Ferry, 
but after due deliberation bad decided 
to cast its entire votes for 
James 
O’Donnell. Great excitement followed, 
tbe Ferry and O’Donnell men standing 


OB chairs and cheering wildly. Cass 
followed suit with 11 votes for O’Don­ 
nell and the cheering was renewed. 
Antrim changed to O’Donnell. Clin­ 
ton took six away from Bliss 
for 
O’Donnell. Ionia caused a complete 
surprise by going solidly for O’Don­ 
nell with 17 votes. Kent voted 37 for 
Stearns and 10 for Bliss, as usual. 
Montcalm went to Bliss from Ferry, 
showing conclusively that tbe 
De­ 
troiter could not handle all his votes 
after all. 


While the vote was being taken the 
Wayne delegates filed out for a caucus, 
t was evident that 
the O’Donnell 
game had 
not succeeded. Without 
Wayne O’Donnell drew just 184 votes 
and Wayne’s 95 would have made it 
only 279. When Wayne was called 
tbe chairman arose and surprised the 
convention by announcing, “95 for D. 
M. Ferry.” 


The total vote stood: Bliss, 326: 
O’Donnell, 194: Stearns, 181; Ferry, 98; 
Campbell, 13: Osborn 31. 


The Bliss men went wild with en­ 
thusiasm, producing tlags, horns and 
brooms, mounting chairs and cutting 
oose a demonstration which continued 
several minutes. Tbe greatest excite­ 
ment prevailed around the Wayne del­ 
egation, tbe Ferry couniies being puz­ 
zled over tbe situation and not know­ 
ing what to do. In tbe meantime tbe 
nineteenth ballot was ordered. 


The greatest confusion 
prevailed 
during the taking of this ballot. It 
began with a stampede toward Uliss, 
Alcoma, a strong Stearns county, goin^ 
to the Saginaw man. Other Stearns 
counties follow suit. Kent had a dis­ 
pute and at the demand of Colonel Judd 
a secret ballot was taken and tbe ma­ 
jority went to Bliss. 
The Wayne 
county push was also having a rebel­ 
lón, a number of the delegates openly 
demanding permission to get into tbe 
31ÍSS bandwagon. It w a s declared that 
a poll of the delegation would be de­ 
manded. 


As tbe call proceeded it became a 
andslide to Bliss. County after county 
broke away from Stearns and Ferry 
and before it was half over the winning 
could be seen. The Saginaw delega­ 
tion became frantic with joy and could 
hardly be kept in place. 
When Kent 
was called Colonel Judd arose and 
sang out “ Forty-seven votes for Bliss.” 
Again the tlags, horns and broums ap­ 
peared and pandemonium reigned su­ 
preme. Charles Townsend of Jackson 
took the platform and in behalf of 
O’Donnell moved to make tbe Bliss 
nomination unanimous. He was greeted 
with loud cries of ‘ No.” 
• 


A dramatic scene occurred when 
Mason county was called and 
one 
armed Congressman Bishop arose and 
said: “ Mason county has been loyal to 
J ustus S. Stearns and now can it vote 
for Colonel Bliss.” 


The roll call was finished although it 
was a forgone conclusion that, Bliss 
bad won. 
"0111” Judson added to the 
dramatic incidents of the 
dav|i by 
switching Washtenaw from Stearns to 
Blisé. 


When Wayne wa« called, ex-Sherlff 
Collins jumped upon a press table and 
wavlrg a Hag above his head sung out: 
“ Wayne county came hf^re Instructed 
to vote for Dexter M. Ferry and we 
still stand pat.

The assembled people had 
beeil standing in expectancy through 
the act, and when the white, ineonspic 
nous tent unfolded like a flower anc 
showed the brilliant colors of our na 
tiiinal flag and revealed to view the 
relic of the great Manila battles, the 
crowd w e n t nearly mad with cheer 
ing.

men caught several Chinese who said 
the legations had been burned and the 
ministers killed. Others said that the 
ministers had been imprisoned. 


Sej'iuour’s losses are stated to be 62 
killed and .312 wounded, besides many 
sici . 


The Chinese displa3'ed fanatical cour­ 
age in the attack. Four thousand Rus­ 
sians left Tientsin four days after Ad­ 
miral Seymour, but they never got in 
touch with him.
